All  leather  utilized  for  shoes,  harness,  etc.,  causing  these  slings 
to  he  made  from  cloth.  A very  rare  Confederate  Relic. 


3.  CONFEDERATE  CIVIL  WAR  BRASS  BELT  BUCKLE. 

In  two  parts.  Bears  Virginia  Coat  of  Arms  and  came  from 
the  Battlefield  of  Gettysburg.  A Rare  Confederate  Civil  War 
Relic.

ESQUIMAUX  BOOTS  OF  LEATHER  (PAIR  I . 

Reaching  nearly  to  the  knee,  of  red  leather,  probably  rein- 
deer hide  decorated  in  a fine  primitive  pattern  in  yellow  and 
black.

PARTIZAN:  FRENCH,  16TH  CENTURY.  L.  8 ft.  7 ins. 

Blade  tapers  from  3^4  wide  to  point  and  is  3 ft.  long; 
socket  and  straps  are  15  ins.  long.  Blade  is  tightened  with  two 
shallow,  hroad  grooves  on  each  side,  stiffened  by  a high,  well 
forged  salient  ridge  on  each  side  and  is  two  edged.  At  the  base 
are  two  half  crescent  shaped  knives.  There  are  traces  of  old 
gilding  and  browning.  The  shaft  is  old  and  well  made  but  is  of 
later  date  than  the  blade.  A modern  tassel  of  silk  cords  is 
present.

Grip  of  dark  horn  embellished  with  chiseled  white  brass.  Scab- 
hard  of  wood  covered  with  levant  and  tipped  with  brass  ferrule 
ending  in  a dolphin  head.  A fine  old  sword  in  good  condition.

Blade  of  fine  quality,  two  ed<;ed.  Guard  of  the  basket  type 
with  thumb  ring,  both  in  blackened  iron.  Pommel  of  pear 
shape.  Grip  of  wood  wound  with  twisted  iron  wire.  Clean  and 
in  o[ood  order  and  original  condition.

Blade  of  fine  quality,  three  edged,  with  deep  grooves  making 
it  very  light  and  stiff.  Blade  engraved  for  9 inches  from  guard. 
Guard,  plate  and  pommel  of  chiseled  and  pierced  steel  in  rococo 
design.  Grip  of  wood  wound  with  copper  and  iron  twisted  in 
several  designs  before  being  wound.  A fine  old  Dress  Rapier 
in  original  condition  throughout  and  clean.

Pikeman’s  helmet  (in  blackened  iron),  forged  in  one  piece, 
with  hinged  ear  guards.  Comb  relieved  with  roped  ridge,  also 
front  and  back  rims  are  roped  on  edges.  Well  preserved,  is  not 
rusted  thin  at  any  point.  Ornamented  with  rivet  heads. 

.72.  INDIAN  OR  PERSIAN  HELMET  WITH  CHAIN  VEIL. 

Carved  in  low  relief  with  serpentine  bands,  tall  pointed  finial, 
and  movable  nosepiece.  The  chain  veil  is  detached. 

53.  JAPANESE  HELMET. 

Bronze  with  “wings”  showing  the  Crest  of  the  owner;  the 
finial  in  terraced  blossom  form  from  which  radiate  rows  of 
bronze  bosses  divided  by  bronze  strips.  Has  bamboo  lining 
only.  ' 

.74.  SHIELD,  INDIAN,  I8TH  CENTURY.  Diam.  1.7  ins. 

Bronze,  entirely  covered  with  inlay  in  fine  foliate  design — 
four  bosses  guarded  by  a twisted  serpent  in  relief  and  outer 
applied  border  of  flower  and  stem;  grips. 
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55.  MALAY  CHIEF  S FINE  KRIS.  I.  2414  ins. 

Wide  curved  blade,  ebony  handle  with  spur,  brass  bound, 
and  flat  wood  sheath  bound  with  bands  of  sinews.

60.  TRIPLE  EDGED  DAGGER.  L.  12 1/2  ins. 

Fine  sharp  steel,  plain  wood  grip  slightly  grooved  for  easy 
grasping;  iron  guard  with  “pyramid”  bosses.  A deadly  weapon.

61.  PERSIAN  DAGGER.  L.  11 14  ins. 

Curved  blade  carved  in  characters,  black  wood  grip  with  de- 
sign hammered  with  tinv  brass  nails.

Above  and  below  in  blue,  green  and  yellow 
are  a bat,  butterfly,  dragon  fly  and  bird,  acceptably  formed  an<l 
painted.  Very  heavy  elephant  or  rhinoceros  hide  base. 

63.  THIBETAN  LANCE.  L.  30  ins. 

The  double  edge  tapering  blade  is  carved  and  incised  with 
figures  of  Deities,  and  held  to  the  shaft  (which  is  of  pointed 
iron)  by  the  head  of  a bull  in  gold  bronze. 

66.  DOUBLE  BEADED  PERSIAN  BATTLE  AX.  L.  25  ins. 

The  blades  chiselled  in  a leafy  scroll.
